were destroyed by fire that swept 
clean the 40 acres in the Old Hick­ 
ory Powder plant at 
Jacksonville 
near here this morning. 
Approximately 45,000,000 tons of 
powder used by the government as 
a war reserve were consumed in the 
flames. The cost of manufacturing, 
according to Oscar Krupp, United 
States officer in charge, was 50c 
per pound, making a total of $22,- 
500,000. The present market value 
is approximately one cent per pounft 
making a total of $450,000, Major 
Krupp said. 
Few 
dangers 
resulted 
from 
the 
explosion, but no one is thought to 
have been killed. 
A government employee turned in 
the alarm at 5:30 yesterday morn­ 
ing and although the fire had spent 
iis rage, it was impossible to ap­ 
proach the area because of the in- 
teise heat. 
It is said to be the greatest loss 
to the government since tme war. 
The plant was constructed during 
the war and was the largest of its 
kind ever attempted. The plan called 
for the expenditure of $85,00(1,000 
pounds of powder and was 13,500,- 
000 pounds ahead of its contracts. 
Leaves White H'*t Tangle. 
By 12:30 p. rn., the conflagra­ 
tion had exhausted itself and left in 
the area nothing but a white hot 
tangle of galvanized iron, brick and 
etherized powder. 
No dangerous explosions occurred. 
Several thousand rounds of small 
arms ammunition were ignited, but 
the bullets spent their force against 
the brick walls. 
Throughout the day firemen from 
the plant and the village fought the 
flames. At IO a. m. two fire en­ 
gines trom the Nashville fire depart­ 
ment were sent to the scene to aid 
in the work of the fire fighting. 
Women Establish Canteen Service. 
Women from the village, mostly 
wives and daughters of officials, vol­ 
unteered for canteen service and 
worked all morning feeding the men 
who returned from the fire lines, 
and providing other comforts for 
them. 
The origin of the fire is unde­ 
termined. All lhss is covered by in­ 
surance.

one-half of the entire plant. The 
flames for hours threatened the re­ 
mainder of the plant and the ab­ 
sence of high wind is believed re­ 
sponsible for saving it.
